prices.

Herbertshole, the little German trading 
station in Blanche bay, and there Some of 
the adjacent bushinen meet the coastal 
tribes to barter and exchange then* wares. 
Tare and yams, breadfruit and other prod- 
uce form the marketable assess or the 
hillmen, while the tribes on the coast have 
for sale salt (a much prized commodity), 
lime, fish, shell ornaments, etc., to trade 
away on their part. There ia another del • 
icacy brought down by the country people 
which is carried by stealth and sold with 
much mystery and precaution. A sudden 
raid on tbe innocent loohmg, palm plaited 
market baskets often reva Js a human arm 
or a "succulent steak of man's flesh" com- 
pletely concealed among the market pro- 
duce.

Dr. Frederick Strange Koll« contrib- 


utes to the current number of The 
Electrical Engineer a description of a 
new process of printing by X rays. Pro- 
fessor Elihn Thomson in 1890 suggest- 
ed printing by X rajs. Dr. Kolle points 
out that the process described by him 
overcomes the cost and labor of compo- 
sition, reduces the time necessary to re- 
produce copies and is of such a nature 
that tbe operator may be kept in com- 
plete ignorance of the contents of the 
document This might make the process 
valuable in the diplomatic and secret 
services of the government It is not 
necessary that the matter to be repro- 
duced or "typoradiographed," as Dr. 
Kolle calls the process, should be in 
type characters. 


An ipaqtie fluid ink Is used for writ- 


ten d«cuments and a semifluid mixture 
for type work. The copy is clamped 
down over tho sensitized paper in blocks 
of 100 sheets, called a senso block, and 
exposed to the rays. Then the sheets are 
developed as needed. They may be kept 
undeveloped as long as is wished. Dr. 
Kolle calculates that an exposure of ten 
seconds to the rays will print tbe senso 
block. He says that 20 senso blocks may 
be exposed around each tube simultane- 
ously. Allowing that each block con- 
tained 60 sensitive sheets only, this 
would make it possible to print 6,000 
copies a minute for each tube nsed. Dr. 
Kolle estimates tbe 'cost of production 
as the same as the wages of a number 
of printers equal to ^th'e number of oper- 
ators employed plu8r80 percent to cover 
the cost of tubes, apparatus and cur- 
rents. He says that ten men working 
eight hours a day could print 7,500,000 
copies and develop, fix, wash and dry 
them. 


He argnes that the increased use of 


sensitized paper would lower its cost 
and that his estimates might be further 
reduced. He says that tbe system is not 
only scientifically possible, but commer- 
cially practical, and he looks ,to see it 
generally adopted.

His., is receiving many tokens of en- 
couragement in her projected crusade 
against capital punishment. Letters by 
the score are coming to her from all 
parts of the state, all hoping that she 
may achieve success in the undertaking. 
Miss Harlow says that she has bad no 
spiritual rest since the hanging in 
Charleston, Dec. 16, of Carter Martin. 
She feels that it will be useless to at- 
tend church or to try to live according 
to the commandments unless she works 
earnestly to prevent further executions. 
She said recently: 


• "I do not claim to be the originator 
of this movement. Jesus of Nazareth, 
when he said 'Love your enemies,' 
started this mighty wave of reform that 
shall yet overthrow satan and his hosts. 
Some declajo that this ia a debatable 
question, but that depends whether you 
want to debate with God or the devil. 
If the latter, you will lose the decision 
every time. Men say that hanging is 
necessary to protect society, but Jesus 
said, 'Let him that is without sin 
among ycu cast the first stone.' The 
grand jury of heaven has indicted cap- 
ital punishment on the charge of mur- 
der in the first degree, and God's good 
people on earth have been appointed the 
executioners.

OLD DUELING RULES. 


"MUCH USEFUL ADVICE" FROM AN 


ANCIENT BOOK. 


» tbe Combatant Dlee M a He*alt af 
the EacuBUter, He !• Told to Co Off 
With •• Good Grace a* Poiclble. 
•Irlihroea Not Good Second*. 


To Englishmen dueling is happily a 


lost art, bat three-quarters of a century 
ago dueling was sufficiently in vogne to 
tiduce an anonymous writer to publish 
» book "containing much useful infor- 
mation," ironically dedicated to Daniel 
O'Connell, Esq., M. P., and James Silk 
Buckingham, Esq., M. P., as "enter- 
taining the opinion first promulgated 
by the immortal Falstaff of happy 
memory that discretion IB the better 
part of valor." 


The author advises "all my country- 


men who go abroad to use the pistol in- 
stead of the sword when they have the 
choice of the weapon, as the balance of 
kiljed and wounded is now much in fa- 
vor of the French,* who, upon the ter- 
mination of the late war, amused them- 
selves by occasionally spitting some half 
dozen of our traveling young fashion- 
ables before breakfast." He recom- 
mends "Pnrdey, in Oxford street, as 
the maker of the best dueling pistol 
locks,'' care in the selection of a stock 
which fits the hand comfortably and to 
eschew "saw handles." Barrels should 
be ten inches long and half rifled, 
which, considering that throughout his 
volume he poses as a man of the strict- 
est honor, is puzzling, for he admits 
that a wholly rifled pistol is considered 
an unfair weapon, therefore one not ap- 
pearing to be rifled should be substi- 
tuted. 


On "the chances" he writes: "Many 


a poor, long armed, straggling fellow 
has received the coup di (sic) cceur (or 
fatal stroke) who might still have been 
in existence had he known how to pro- 
tect his person in the field," the neces- 
sary protection consisting in standing 
sideways and drawing in the stomach. 
"Should the party be bit"—presumably 
because he could not draw in his stom- 
ach—"he must not feel alarmed.'' This 
seems difficult, as a man with a bullet 
in his stomach can hardly be expected 
not to display some little natural anxie- 
ty, for, as is admitted later, "a shot in 
the digestive organs must be particu- 
larly annoying to a bon vivant." To 
aldermen his advice is "the old method 
of fighting—the back to the adversary 
and discharging over the shoulder." 
"The chances of a man's being killed 
are about 14 to 1, and of his being 
hit abont 6 to I," He arrives at 
this conclusion by dividing a man's 
body, when opposed to his adversary, 
into nine parts. Therefore he says, "As 
in only three of these a wound would 
prove mortal, the chances ore 8 to 
1 against his being killed, and 5 to 
1 against Us being hit—that is, how- 
ever," he hastens to add, "provided hia 
antagonist has never read my work. H 
he has, the case may be different!" 


The combatant is told "not to allow 


the idea of becoming a target to make 
him uneasy, but to treat the matter 
jocosely." He is to laugh away the 
evening over a bottle of port, and play 
a rnbber of whist, but he must avoid 
drinking to excess, or taking "any food 
that tends to create bile," because "bil- 
ious objects are not seen either distinct- 
ly or correctly." This would rather be 
a valid reason for getting as bilious as 
possible. A man with an attack of 
jaundice should be invisible, and able 
to blaze at his antagonist in perfect 
safety. If he cannot sleep on retiring 
to rest, he is to read Byron's "Childe 
Harold.'' His servant is to call him at 5 
and give him a strong cup of coffee. 
Then he is to smoke a cigar, and "on 
his way to the scene of action" he is to 
take a brandy and soda, as a most 
"grateful stimulant and corrective." 


Kb wonder our author., recommends 


him at this point to draw in his stom- 
ach. "If he dies, he is to go off with as 
good grace as possible V" On the other 
hand, if he hits his antagonist, he is to 
take off his hat to him and express re 
gret. 


A challenge is not to be in rhyme 


such as "a certain poetical, brandy lov 
ing major general of marines" wrote 
to a brother officer who ran off with his 
wife: 
Wounds on the flesh a surgeon's skill may 


heal, 


But wounded honor's only cured with steel. 


An Irishman is not to be chosen as 


second, for nine out of ten have such an 
innate love of fighting they cannot 
bring an affair to an amicable adjust- 
ment, and the first duty of a second is 
to prevent the affair coming to a seri- 
ous issue. Other advice is for the sec- 
ond to take care his principal is not in- 
convenienced by the sun, and to get his 
antagonist with something dark behind 
him, when it will be much more easy 
to hit him. 


As may be inferred, the author holds 


by dueling, for "the man who falls 
in a duel and the individual who is 
killed by the overturn«of a stagecoach 
are both unfortunate victims to a prac- 
tice from which we derive great advan- 
tages. It would be absurd to prohibit 
stage traveling because occasionally a 
few lives are lost by an overturn, and 
unless men endeavored to destroy each 
other they might live to a patriarchal 
age and multiply so rapidly that the 
soil would soon be insufficient to sup- 
fly them with nourishment." with' 
which reductio ad absurdum the vol- 
ume may well be put back on the shelf. 
—Navy and Army Illustrated.

It would not be surprising if the 


board of trade decided to give up the 
lecture venture and not bring a promi- 
nent anti-expansionist to the city to 
speak of his faith. 
The board was 


given little encouragement for future 
endeavor in the small audience at- 
tending the Rev. Dr. Thompson lec- 
ture on the expansionist's side, and it 
would be quite natural for the boaid 
to reason that the people are not caring 
for such things. "We believe such rea- 
soning would be erroneous. Nothing 
happening in a number of months has 
surprised the people of the community 
more than the facts that Dr. Thomp- 
son was not greeted with a houseful. 
No doubt the doctor was much sur- 
prised himself, and if he felt that hun- 
dreds of old friends had slighted him 
without cause he could not be blamed. 
The board of trade should do a. good 
deal of thinking at this time so that it 
may not make a mistake that would 
Drove disastrous to it. It should con- 
ider well and be sure that to announce 
i lecture under its auspices at the 
present time would not be something 
equivalent to an invitation to the peo- 
pje to stay at home. Dr. Thompson 
never suffered in North Adams until 
he fell into the hands of the board of 
trade. No doubt a good many people 
have wondered what the reason was; 
why did the doctor meet with so cold a 
reception? 
Is it not true that a 


speaker, no matter how popular or 
able he is, must have an influential in- 
troduction to the community to make 
his visit a success? If this be true it 
may be asked is the board of £rade Jn a 
position at present to give such an in- 
troduction? There is reason to believe 
it Hs not. The board has been so in- 
active and apparently so careless of its 
city's interests in every way that it 
cannot today engage a speaker, hire a 
hall and announce the coming event 
with any hope that the people will take 
it seriously. Before the board's en- 
dorsement of a speaker will amount to 
as. much as the speaker visiting the 
«ity- without any endorsement what- 
ever it must earn a reputation that will 
make He endorsement valuable.

Washington, Feb. 4.—For more than 


five hours yesterday the senate listened 
to arguments In opposition to expansion 
ana in opposition to the ratification of 
the treaty of peace. 
The speakers 


were Mr, Money (Miss.) and Mr. Dan- 
iel" (Va.). 
The former's address was 


comparatively brief, as it tiid not enter 
into the constitutional phases of the 
question. 
He vigorously antagonized 


the ratification of the treaty, hold!1 v 
that by such action the Filipinos wou 
be admitted to the union as citizens, ar cl 
that if they were not capable of self- 
government, we did not want them. 


Mr. Daniel made an exhaustive argu- 


ment, in whjch he covered all the points 
in controversy. 
His speach was a 


brilliant oratorical effort, his picture 
of the situation in the Philippines and 
his peroration, in which he appealed 
to his colleagues not to depart from the 
history and traditions of the Anv« ican 
nation were beautiful specimens of elo- 
quent English. 


Not in a thousand years, Mr. Daniel 


said, could we raise the Filipinos to the 
level of this country's citizenship. 
At 


the moment the treaty was mtified the 
historian would chronicle the begin- 
ning of the decline of the greatness of 
America. 


"This country stands today the fore- 


most nation of the world. Let her tread 
with sure and steady step along her 
own highways, respecting master and 
man. 
Let her to the temper of expan- 


sion today say, as he who stood upon the 
mount said, when the glories of the 
earth were stretched before him: 
"Get

The controversy in the senate over the 


vote upon the various resolutions, in- 
terpretative of the peace treaty, took an 
acute turn in the executive session. 
The opposition to a vote first came from 
the friends of the treaty, who held to 
the theory that it could be ratified with- 
out compromise. Those who were then 
apparently wiling that a vole should 
be taken held an opposite view yester- 
day, and absolutely refused to agree to 
a time for taking a vote. 


The gallery doors Had no sooner been 


locked than Senator Davis, who had 
taken his position Jn Senator Prye s^eat 
immediacy in front of the chair, pre- 
ferred the request of the treaty support- 
ers for unanimous consent, naming to- 
day as the day for a vote. He said that 
the desire on his side of the chamber -n»as 
that there should be -in ipporumit* to 
vote upon all the resolutions i a declara- 
tory nature, all ofwhleh ftad been offered 
by senators who wtre opposed to the 
treaty without a modification. 


The opposition were-prepared for the 


requtst, but it did cot fail to create some, 
excitement-^ Simultaneously objection 
was made from three or-f uur sources, but 
as. if. by common consent, to Senator Gor- 
man was left the task of making the 
prcmcipa! statement- of tne reasons for 
the opposition. His main objection was 
based upon the brief time that must in- 
tervene betwen -the time of taking the 
vote on the resolutions and the time 
fixed for voting upon the treaty, 8 o'clock 
next Monday. An essential part of the 
demand of those who desired a modifi- 
cation of the express.on in the treaty 
was that the house, as well as the senate, 
must act upon _the resolution. Mani- 
festly it was too late to secure a vot^ by 
the house, even if the action of the sen- 
ate should be favorable. Hence the ab- 
surdity of the proposition. He, for one, 
wouid.object, and he had no doubt that 
others would feel as he <3»d. So long: as 
there had been ajly possibility of secur- 
ing a vote in both houses of congress the 
memLeis of the serate who opposed the 
treaty in its present form had made no 
opposition. But to consent to a vote 
upon the qu&stion at this late hour, after 
a delay of so many days, would create 
the impression that the opponents of the 
ueaty had been posing for effect and had 
allowed tl emeelveg to be tricked either 
ignprantly or knowingly.

Senators Cockrell and Bacon also 


avowed their opposition to agreeing to 
flx a time for a "vote, placing their op 
position on grounds practically the sam 
as those of Mr. Gorman. Each was ir 
cllned to orarge bad faitn. SenaU 
Cockrell gave notice that be would r< 
si?t any effort for a vote upon the res 
lutions up to 3 o'clock Monday, when th«. 
vote on the treaty must be taken. 
i 


The f r.ends of the treaty declared that 


they were acting in perfect good faith, i 
They cited that all the time of the sen- 
ate for the piet week had been occupied 
in performing duties under the orders 
or consent of the senate, and that there 
had not within that period been a time 
when the vote eould have been taken. 
They charged that the opposition were 
afraid to allow an opportunity to vote 
on their resolutions because of their 
apprehension that eome of the resolu- 
tions would oe agreed to and the chances 
of the ratifiratlon of the treaty thus im- 
proved. This meant, as they regarded 
it, that they did not want any treaty 
ratified. The objectors stood, firm, how- 
ever, to the last refusing to yield. 


These objections were of course ef- 


fective, and the treaty supporters turned 
their attention to longer daily sessions 
of the senate with the hope of exhausting 
debate and thus forcing action on thi 
re?o utions without unanimous consent 
being given. 


Senator Davis therefore moved that the 


senate take a recess .intil 10 o'clock to- 
day. 
He was met with a motion by Sena- 


|>r Gorman to adjourn, and on the motion 
the yeas and nays was ordered. Mr. 
Davis and his coworkers reacted th* ad- 
journment motion, and ft was defeated, 
but by a margin of only one vote, the 
ballot resulting 24 ayes to 25 nays. 


A vote was immediately ordered on the 


motion for a r«.-emi until 10 today. On 
this motion a number of the members of 
the opposition refrained from voting, 
and the rollcall developed the absence of 
a quorum. The hand* on the senate 
clock then indicated «:W. Kont of the 
senators had had their dinners. Hence 
Senator Davit himttlf moved anadjourn- 
ment, which motion carried without » 
division.

CUBAN PRIDE WOUNUED 


Goin z'a Acceptance of $3,000,000 


fiepugoant to Soldiers, 


Unauthorized to Agree to Dis- 


bandment of Army. 


Gist of Interesting Interviews on the Subject 


With High Officials. 


Havana, Feb. 4.—Among the Cuban 


leaders who have given expression to the 
views on the subject It IB asserted that 
Genera] Gomez was not authorized to 
agree to a disbandment of the army 
without consulting the Cuban assembly 
and obtaining Its permission. Indeed, j 
when the report • arrived that General 
Gomez bad accepted Mr. Porter's prop- 
osition on behalf of President MeKinley 
many doubted it, refusing to be'ieve thai 
he would act in this fashion. A prom- 
| inent Cuban said yestardaj afternoon: 
| 
"If the news ia true, the Cuban as- 


sembly will have grounds for proceed- 
ing against General Gomez. The id«a of 
,$3,000,000 as a gift from the United States 
to the Cuban soldiers is repugnant and 
wounds the pride of Cubans." 


A number of interviews obtained y«s- ' 


terday with prominent Cuban generals 
will go to show the feeling in the higher 
military circles. 


| 
General Ro-drigi.ez, second in command 


in the Cuban army, said: "I cannot 
think that General Gomez would take 
this resolution regarding amatter of such 
transcendental importance as the pay- 
ment and disbandment of the Cuban 
army without consulting th*Cuban gen- 
erals. Although I Btill believe that the 
United States will fulfill its promises to 
give Cuba her liberty, I think the Cuban 
army should continue to aid In preserv- 
ing order in the island until this promise 
has been fulfilled and until certain im- 
portant matters have been clearly de- 
<?ided, such as, for instance, who Is to 
pay the cost of the numerous and un- 
necessary American army of occupation 
—Cuba or the United States? General 
Gomez does not hold the power to dis- 
band the army without the authoriza- 
tion of the Cuban assembly and until 
*fter consultation with the generals." 


Generals Vidal and Perraza concur in 


the views of General Rodriguez. 


General Collazo said: "The Cuban 


army cannot and sliould not -accept the 
gift or charity from any other nation. 
We asked for what is rightly ours. That 
which Cuba owes to her defenders in 
arms should be delivered up to no one, 
because no one has vanquished us. Our 
allies cannot and should not exact such a , 
useless and painful sacrifice. The Cuban i 
army is not a danger to Cuba, but a 
guarantee of order." 


General Lafret said: "I think Mr. 


Porter muet have assured General Gomez 
most convincingly of our approaching in- 
dependence before he would have been 
willing to express himself as ia reported. 
At the proper time General Gomez will 
express his ideas to the people of Cuba." 


General Menoca.1, now chief of police 


In Havana city, said: "I doubt the truth 
Of the statements attributed to General 
Gomez. If they be true I can simply say 
that General Gomez Is not authorized 
to solve this problem unaided. The Cu- 
ban army does not ask and cannot accept 
tcharity from the American government. 
The country has asked a loan to facili- 
tate the payment of money rightfully 
due to the army." 


All the generals interviewed were in- 


clined to be guarded in their statements, 
pending the receipt of word from Gen- 
eral Gomez, which, up to late last even- 
ing, was not at hand. 
Still the general 


feeling in Cuban military circles is that 
the 
commander-in-chief will give an 


explanation, upon his arrival here, of 
conduct, which, to many, is remarkable 
and even Incomprehensible. 


Senor Pertuendo, president of the ex- 


ecutive committee of the Cuban as- 
eembly, which acts for the assembly 
when the latter is not in session, as is 
BOW the case, said: 
"General Gomez is 


only the commander of the army. 
As 


euch he is under the direction of the 
assembly, which alone represents the 
army. The assembly is empowered to 
direct the army as to its line of conduct. 
I have no" official data enabling me to 
Judge of the conduct of General Gomez 
respecting the question of disband! pg- 
the troops, but he is fully aware of his 
own powers, as well as those of the as- 
sembly, 
I know his spirit of subordi- 


nation to superior authority, and I am 
sure that he will act within the limits 
fixed thereby." 


While there promises to be trouble 


•with the assembly some declare that 
General Gomez will be able to sway the 
deputies to his will, and to secure the 
disbandment of the army. It is signifi- 
cant, however, that the Cubans who 
nave already been engaged as members 
of the Havana police force had to de- 
posit their arms and ammunition with 
the officer commanding the regiment to 
which they have belonged, Inform him 
as to their new residence, and give a 
pledge to return to the army when called 
upon to do so by the Cuban assembly.

W. Phillip, U. S. N., was presented with 
a sword and album last night In toonor of 
his services at the naval battle of San- 
tiago, July 8, 1898. Governor Roosevelt 
made the presentation speech, which was 
preceded by remarks of General Butter- 
tie] d, who said that the eword was made 
as a testimonial of admiration for his 
character ami for the skill and courage 
thsp.ayed by him in command of the 
Texas when the SnanLJi fleet under com- 
mand of Admiral Cervera was destroyed 
by the American fleet, an£ \& the special 
recognition of the reverential spirit which 
prompted him to give public thanks to 
God when the batUe was won, and of his 
chJvalrous conduct in restraining the 
cheers of his victorious crew over the 
vanquished foe, in words ever to be re- 
membered in the country's history, 
"Don't cheer; the poor devils are dying." 


Governor Roosevelt, in presenting the 


sword to Commodore Phillip, said in 
part: 


"You, 
sir, by your conduct, alike during 


and after fee fight, by your courage, by 
your professional skill and. by, your hu- 
manity, leflected honor upon the service 
to which you belong, upon the state in 
which you were born and upon the 
mighty nation on the roll of whose wor- 
thies you that day-wrote your name with 
your sword. I give utterance to the sen- 
timent of all New York state—a senti- 
ment from which no man In 8he common- 
wealth will oissent—when. I ask you to 
take this sword as a token of the high 
esteem in which we hold you, of our 
grateful acknowledgment of your living 
done a deed which has, adde<« to the long 
ro'l of honor in which all Amerj="-^s+ate 
lasting pride."

Boston, Feb 4.—In the state senate 


yesterday the president appointed Sen- 
ators Harwood, Fairbank, Maxwell and 
Keliher on the committee to welcome 
President MeKinley on his coming visit. 


The ways and means committee re- 


ported the $30,000 gypsy moth emergency 
appropriation bill, with a provision that 
no part of the sum shall be availabla 
for expenses incurred after May 30, 
1899.

dustrial schools to the school for the 
feebleminded. 


A reso'iition of thanks was offered in 


the house to the Massachusetts Volun- 
teer Aid association, and to the con- 
tributors to its funds. 


Bills were offered as follows: To pro- 


vide a method of changing the names of 
insurance corporations, to define further 
the raghls of husband or wife in the 
property of the other, deceased: to pro- 
hibit the setting up of stock tickers in 
prerrises licensed for the sale of intoxi- 
cating liquors, to s"ecure a referendum 
for Lynn 'n relation to continuing in the 
metropolitan park system: that fra- 
ternal military organizations, by consent 
of the govprnor, may parade in public 
with absolutely harmless imitations of 
firearms: to provide that in order to keep 
highways free from snow, officials may 
enter on private property and remove 
articles which tend to accumulate snow; 
to permit the cattle commission to test

How the Great Irl»h leader Came to 


Enter Politic*. 


Charles Stewart Parnell was 33 years 


old before lie made his entry into the 
political arena. How the step was taken 
is thus described by Mr. E Barry 
O'Brien in bis biography of the great 
Irish leader: 


"One night during the general elec- 


tion of 1574 Parnell dined with his sis- 
ter, Mrs. Dickinson, in Dublin. After 
dinner Captain Dickinson said: 'Well, 
Charles, why don't you go into parlia- 
ment? Why don't yon stand for your 
native county V 


"To the surprise of every one at the 


table, Parnell said quickly: 'I will. 
Whom ought I to see ?' 
" 'Oh,' said Dickinson, 'we will see 


about that tomorrow. The great thing 
is you have decided to stand.' 
" 'I will see about it at once,' said 


Parnell. 'I have made up my inind, and 
I won't wait. Whom ought I to see?' 
" 'I think Gray of The Freeman's 


Journal,' said John, who was also pres- 
ent." 'Very well,' said Parnell. rising 
from the table, 'I shall go to him at 
once. Do you come with me, John.' 
' 'The two brothers then went away to- 


gether. It was now 11 o'clock, and they 
found Grajt. at The Freeman's office. 
He was amazed wn"en Parnell entered 
and said, 'I have come to say, Mr, 
Gray, that I mean to stand for Wick- 
low as a Home Ruler.' " 


It was only the year after that, on the 


death of John Mitcbel, Parnell was re- 
turned for Meath. At first it is plain 
that Parnell had few if any followers. 
The ability of the representative from 
Meatb was questioned. Butt was then 
the controlling power. It was only in 
1880 that Parnell became the leader.

MILLIONS FOR AN IDEA. 


BrltUh Admiralty Offern 828,000,000 


For • Yankee Rotary Cylinder. 
H. M. Buck, a watchmaker of Thomp- 


aonville, Conn., has invented a rotary 
cylinder which is designed to increase 
the speed of steamships 50 per cent and 
at the same time do away entirely with 
the vibration of vessels. Bis method is 
to utilize all the expansion of steam for 
driving power, thus avoiding the 
waste, which in the cylinders now in 
use ia computed at 98 per cent. It is 
this waste which requires the enormous 
coal consumption of modern steam ves- 
sels and the appropriation of an abnor- 
mally large space in the vessel's hull for 
coal bankers. 
• - 


Mr. Buck has opened negotiations 


with the British government. As a re- 
sult an engineer came to New York 
from England about one month ago and 
met Mr. Buck and saw his model. The 
British agent tested it very thoroughly 
and approved it. He went back to Eng- 
land about two weeks ago, taking a 
duplicate model'with him, having first, 
acting in accordance with his instruc- 
tions, made the following contract with 
the inventor: 


"The board of admiralty is to con- 


struct a cylinder and test it thoroughly 
for six days. If at the end of this time 
it be adjudged successful, Mr. Buck ia 
to get $9,000,000. ,If a second test of 60 
days is likewise successful he is to get 
an additional f 9,000,000 and a final 
successful teat of 90 days' duration is to 
bring an additional $10,000,000, or 
128,000,000 in all." It is the purpose of 
the British government to use the cyl- 
inder in its warships.-^Philadelphia 
Press.

Final Plans DecHed Yesterday, 


Foundations Begun. 


Work was begun this morning on the 


foundation for the new block that 
George N. Rich is to build at the cor- 
ner of Bank and Summer streets, as 
described some time ago in The Tran- 
script. There has been some question 
of late as to whether the original plans 
would be carried out, but yesterday a 
decision was reached by which the 
block will go ahead as planned, and 
work on it will be pushed as rapidly as 
possible. 


It was thought for a time tiiat the 


plans might be changed so that there 
would be only one large building, in- 
cluding the block to be, built by Mr. 
Robinson Just south of the former 
Dewey house, and running to the cor- 
ner. This has been siven up, however, 
but the two buildings will be built 
together and of uniform construction, 
so that they will make practically one 
building as far as appearances go. 


The plans have already been given. 


Mr. Rich's block will be on the corner, 
40 feet on Bank street and about 50 on 
Summer. Mr. Robinson's block will ad- 
join it about 40 feet on Bank. They 
will be four stories each, of marble for 
two stories, and Roman shaped terra 
cotta brick for the other two. They 
will be four stores on the first floor, and 
offices and tenants above. 


MEDICAL DETECTIVES, 


Board of Health Will Have Aid 


Locating Law Breakers. 


in 


In 
connection with the cases of 


measles which are now found in the 
city and the failure of many parents 
to report such cases to the board of 
health, as 
reported 
yesterday, the 


board took important action at its ad- 
journed meeting last night. The same 
difficulty with failures to report has 
been met In connection with other dis- 
eases, and the board proposes to stop 
it as far as possible. It may be that 
the board will find, it necessary to 
bring prosecution against parents in 
one or two cases if the negligence con- 
tinues, and as the fine may be made 
$100 the effect on others would be to 
insure prompt compliance with the law. 


The board last night voted to ap- 


point a physician to serve the board 
in Invesrigating cases 
of suspected 


contagious diseases which are through 
neglect or wilfulness not reported to 
the board. 
The board appointed Dr. 


Bushnell and Dr. Curran to serve in 
this capacity. In connection with this 
action the section of the law which re- 
lates to the subject will be of interest 
It is as follows: 
, "When a householder knows that a 
person within his family or house ie 
sick of smallpox, diphtheria, scarlet 
fe\~er or any other infectious or contag- 
ious disease dangerous to the public 
health, he shall immediately give no- 
tice thereof to the board of health of 
the citj' or town in which he dwells, 
and upon the death, recovery or re- 
moval of -such person, such of the 
rooms of said house and such of the 
articles therein as, in the opinion of 
the board of health have been subject- 
ed to infection or contagion shall be 
disinfected by such householder to the 
satisfaction of the said board of health. 
Any person neglecting or refusing 
to comply with either of the above pro- 
visions shall be punished by a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars."

More Soft Coal Available. 


There are indications that the soft 


coal famine which 
has 
threatened 


Masachusetts for nearly a month, the 
local effects of which were recently 
described in this paper, will. soon re- 
lease its hold. Western Massachusetts 
has not suffered as much as did the 
eastern part of the state, but even 
here the famine was felt among the 
big consumers. Nearly all the mills 
and large manufacturing plants carry 
a surplus of coal to fall back on in 
such an emergency as this, and in 
many cases this surplus is already 
about exhausted. The price'locally has 
not advanced, except in individual 
cases, although farther east it has ad- 
vanced, in some places 60 or 80 cents 
a ton.

May Lighten Case Against Prisoner. 


The case of Waiter L. Dickinson, the 


local cavairyman v.-ho is now under ar- 
rest at the recruiting: offln^ fh»i-<wi 
with perjury in enlisting, as reported 
in The Transcript, took a new turn 
this morning, and there is now some 
hope that he may be allowed to re- 
main in the service and keep his citi- 
zenship. His father, who has hereto- 
fore refused to help the boy by giving 
his consent to the enlistment, the boy 
being under age, went to the recruit- 
ing office this morning and signed his 
consent to his son's enlistment. 


This fact was at once sent to Lieu-

Lieutenjpnt Tates had written the war 
department advising dishonorable dis-

proved. It is expected that as the boy 
now has his father's consent the lieu- 
tenant will \write urging that the mat- 
ter be reconsidered. 


It may be that young Dickinson can 


be allowed to remain in the service 
with some slight punishment, which 
will prevent his losing citizenship, and 
which would be much easier than was 
at first thought. 


HE SWUNG A GORY PICK. 


Ice Worker With a Remarkable Re. 


cord for Acc'dents. One Seri- 


ous Case. 


Peter Mariten was severely injured 


in the right hand this week, by being 
struck with an ice pick. The muscles 
of the hand were badly torn, and it 
may be some time before he is able to 
use the hand. He has been working at 
the ice plant at the state pond on the 
east,, side of the tunnel, and the ac- 
c'ldent occurred there Thursday after- 
noon. 


The man who injured Meriten had a 


rather gory record as the wielder of 
an ice pick, and his inability to work 
without making- life dangerous for his 
companions made it necessary to "dis- 
charge him. All his wounds were in- 
flicted accidentally, but they were done 
very frequently. He had wounded four 
men before this last case, one of them 
twice. Onre he struck a man in the 
abdomen and tore tiio flesh badly, 
making a wound that \v<j.s within a 
little of being critical. 


One of the men whom he struck in 


this way threatened him that if such 
a thing occurred again so that the 
wound drew blood, the wielder of the 
pick would be promptly knocked down. 
It was only a couple of days before the 
same man was wounded, and true to 
his word he laid the careless workman 
flat on the ice with a blow that ren- 
dered him unconscious.

freely now that this peculiar case of 
accidental wounder
